Snack and Fountain Bar," will be 
kituated at the cast end on the 
Bround floor of the gym. 
This modern cafeteria will be 
i open Monday • through Friday for 
\ all McGill students, and is boin; 
operated by the "Industrial Food 
Services" who cater at the Union, 
R.V.C, and Douglas Hall. Three 
meals will be served daily: break- 
fast, lunch and supper; while 
snacks, such as drinks and sand- 
wiches, will be obtainable at any 
time during the day. 

A colour scheme of red and 
white, in keeping with the McGill 
colours, Is one of the factors which 
is said to make the large room an 
attractive and convenient eating 
place near the campus. Cream 
formica has been used to cover the 
forty tables, spaciously placed 
around the room; coat racks have

Faith and Religions 
Themes at RVC Talk

"Faith is only faith when It is 
beyond capabilities and compre 
henslon of humans," .said Miss 
Kathlc Nicholl to a group, of stud- 
ents gathered to hear her at R.V.C 
last night. Miss Nichol is a staff 
member of I.V.C.F. who Is at pies 
cnt helping to conduct the Campus 
mission of that organization. 

Miss Nicholl said that young 
people today in their bull-sessions 
arc inclined to try to find a failh 
by reasoning alone. They create a 
God by their own reasoning, and 
this God Is a concept of their own 
minds and therefore not a God at 
all. They refuse to take the one 
step further the acceptance of the 
faith that is not by reason, the faith 
that Is beyond comprehension. 

"It is not the amount of faith we 
have but the person or thing we 
put it in that matters", said Miss 
Nicholl. • This led to a discussion 
about Christianity and other re- 
ligions. She pointed out that if one 
believes In Christianity one- In- 
cludes in that, the fact that Christ- 
ianity is the only true religion. 
Christ said "I am The way", not 1 
am a way. 

The differences between denom- 
inations arc. Miss Nichols believes, 
due to a transfer of faith from the 
basic concept of Jesus Christ, to 
the dictates of human orders and 
churches. "We must see above all 
the denominations the real faith in 
Jesus." 

The insincerity of many Christ- 
ians today was deplored by Miss 
Nichols and by many of the group 
participating in the discussion. 
Many people who call themselves 
Christians really have just a thin 
veneer of Christian behavior ac- 
quired through living in a Christ- 
ian society. Christianity Is not just 
a civilization or a culture — it is a 
way of life. Many who arc brought 
up in Christian homes do not be- 
come real Christians until a specific 
need makes them tyrn toward God. 
We do not call a doctor until we 
are ill, jo often we do not call upon 
Jesus until we have a great con- 
scious need for him. 



Miss Nichols went on to say that 
to be a true Christian one had to 
do more than accept the forms of 
Christianity. It Is necessary to ap 
propriatc the faith unto oneself and 
to do something about it. 

To emphasize this necessity for 
examining the failh and applying 
the faith to the action, Miss Nicholl 
quoted the words "To as many as 
receive him, to them gave he the 
power."

The MCAT consists of tests of 
general scholastic ability, a test on 
understanding of modern society, 
and an achievement test In science. 
According to ETS, no special pre- 
paration other than a review of 
science subjects is necessary. All

Committee 

Organized 

A .committee of six university 
professors under the chairmanship 
of Prof. John Stanley of the de 
parlment of zoology, has been set 
up by the university to study civil 
defence, the principal's office an 
nounced yesterday. 

The nature of the committee is 
to be small in size and preliminary 
in work, with the task of studying 
questions that might arise if an 
emergency were to occur, it was 
learned. 

The committee has been set up 
by the university of Its own accord 
and as yet the, university has not 
been approached by outside sources 
in connection with civil defence 
preparations or study. 

The findings of the committee 
will be pertinent mostly to the uni- 
versity community Itself, and the 
study It is to make will deal most- 
ly with the needs peculiar to the 
University In the event of some 
future emergency, The Dally was 
told. 

It is believed that McGill Is the 
first university in Canada to make 
a study of civil defence problems 
of such a nature and In doing so, 
\V la respected it leads the way for 
future studies by other universities. 

Professor Stanley who will be 
chairman of the special group as- 
sisted In civil defence work during 
the past war when he aided in the 
defence of London during the "Hurt 
Bomb" attacks.

Recoimaisance Action 
Marks Korean Fight 



For the second straight day, 
sharp, agressive rcconnaisancc ac- 
tions by United Nations Forces 
marked fighting on the Korean 
front. Armour-led infantry attacks 
backed by air power pierced lo 
within 17 and 28 miles ot Red held 
Seoul in what was officially term- 
ed "reconnaissance in force." The 
attacks occupies Suon and Chon. 
Small action was also reported from 
the east coast area.

Reports from the front are in- 
terpreted by dispatches to under- 
line U.S. Army officers statements 
that the U.N. forces intend to "stay 
and fight" in Korea. Eight Army 
tactics have appeared to be with- 
drawing in the face of two heavy 
enemy opposition, sapping the 
enemy while preserving maximum 
allied strength.

In an Ottawa Press Conference 
Prime Minister St. Laurent said he 
had drawn some comfort over the 
world situation from his recent trip 
abroad. However he said no one 
could do "anything but hope" 
about the attitude behind the iron 
curtain. 

Meanwhile from Moscow came a 
story by Pravda's Lake Success 
correspondent calling the cease- 
fire plan a device by which the U.S. 
State Department hopes to gain 
time to reorganize its troops in 
Korea. 

Prime Minister Nehru of India 
whose government is in close touch 
with the Chinese Communists said 
that the cease-fire plan meets many 
ot the basic conditions «for settle- 
ment and that the Chinese have 
promised to study it carefully.

'There is a way out of the vicious 
circle of Insecurity— there is a way 
Into confidence. Security may only 
be ours on the terms which Jesus 
Christ lays down: 

'He came unto His own and His 
own received him not; but as many 
as received Him to them gave He 
the power to become the sons of 
God even lo them that believe on 
His Name.' "-John 1, v. 10. 

This was stressed by Lcith Sa- 
muel In Moyse Hall yesterday after- 
noon during the second in a scries 
of five such talks for the student 
mission sponsored by the Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship at Mc- 
Gill. His topic yesterday: "Insecuri- 
ty: The Vicious Circle". 

Mr. Samuel, who has come from 
England for a series of eleven such 
missions in Canada and the United 
States, was introduced by Principal 
F. Cyril James. 

Fifty years ago, as far as rcll 
glon was concerned, there was a 
hesitancy to think of a specific way 
In which to know God. Men resent- 
ed dogma, particularity In the realm 
of anything concerned with revela 
tlon. Man was thought to be emerg- 
ing as far as religion was concern 
cd", Mr. Samuels said, in discussing 
the factors that have led us to our 
present state of "insecurity". 

In 1912 H. G. Wells expressed 
the view that man was "emerging* 
and that Utopia was not far off, 
except that he was thwarted for 
lack of education. 

"As the years went by, things 
changed. 1914 saw the beginning of 
the First World War, and lives of 
all nationalities were being laid 
down on the battlefields. How was 
this to be explained?" 

The view that was often ac- 
cepted at that time," said Mr. Sam- 
uels, "was that we were neverthe- 
less going uphill; It was all just a 
slip on an Icy hill of the upward 
road of the movement ot man. This 
was based on Inaccurate data; the 
theory that man was meant to go 
forward." 

After the war," he said, "a land 
that was (o be fit tor heroes to live 



in was instead a land that almost 
demanded heroes to live in." 

" 'Let us cat. drink, and be merry; 
for tomorrow we die' became 
common philosophy and the drive 
for pleasure became one of the most 
dominant factors in the western 
lstlc Ideology resulted and the men 
who shouted against one form of 
materialism were usually them 
selves slaves of another." 

"And so It came about that 'the 
gods of the twentieth century* were 
put on their thrones," he said 
"Idolatry is not outworn; nor Is it 
restricted to the countries that we 
consider idolators or 'behind the 
times.' " 

It was about that time that the 
Idea was advanced that our civill 
zation cycle had gone "over the top" 
and was "headed for its coffin." 
The consensus of opinion among 
civilization experts Is thai there 
have been 21 major civilizations 
and that 14 were now extinct while 
six more existed in considerably 
reduced proportions. "If 7 civili- 
zations go down, they would only 
be following in the track of 14 
others that have gone before them 
he said. "When those 14 'went 
down,' however, they had only to 
be able to go next door to be able 
to start again— we have occupied 
all the space; there is no "next door;' 
we feel not only frustrated but in- 
secure." 

"As we find ourselves starting the 
second half of the twentieth cen- 
tury we have reached a point where 
we have aought to divorce Chris- 
tian ethics from Christian doctrine 
—to gain the benefits from the 
ethics and remove the stigma of 
belief." 

The basic religion of the western 
civilization of the last 50 years has 
been a mild form of materialism 
while we have sought to cling to 
the Christian values," he said. 

"We are now more secure and 
more, comfortable — and yet less 
secure — than at any other time in 
known history", he said. He again 
quoted from H. G. Wells, this time

A Leaf From the Reds' Notebook 



Dear Sir: 

- / We read, with Interest, Mr. Albert's letter on 
the Trials (and Errors) of a McGill student -whose 
purely academic interest in the Communist regime 
ltd 'Montreal's finest' to "search and confiscate 
with great diligence". Might I congratulate him 
en a fine example of amused and dignified satirical 
writing, very much to the point. 

Our purpose In writing this reply is to express 
eur^ approval of the City's action, for this reason: 
much discussion has centred around Mr. Duples.'is* 
methods in dealing with subversive activities. To 
many of the most confirmed 'Democrats', these 
actions seem to be -a direct and unwarranted 
contradiction of the policies supported by the West- 
ern Block — those of complete freedom of the 
Individual within bounds of the rules of civilked 
society. TVré is another attitude held by some 
itudents, one which we feel is safer and more 
lecure if we are to continue living in comparative 
prosperity. Ideallstically speaking, it may not be 
■eund, but in practical application It seems sensible 
This attitude fieely admitr the weakness in 
Democracy which U the strength In Communism; 
'that, politically, we may not defend our ideals by 



more than puny words, thus giving opponents of 
these Ideal* a free hand to promise, beguile, and 
cajole those who are free to listen. And if we 
attempt, by any other means, to support our views, 
we cease to be true democrat* and our creed 
becomes one with thBl strongest of ideals — a 
Communist 'Dictatorship'. Wc freely admit all this. 
There is no argument convincing enough to sup- 
port our actions logically in the light of democratic, 
thought. But In admitting this we take, as It were, 
a leaf from the Communist notebook, and by our 
action we remain strong. Admitting one strength 
in the Communist doctrine obviously does not 
necessitate any further admission of this doctrine, 
neither doe* it weaken the democratic ideal, for 
In return for a strength, we are willingly 
relinquishing a weakness. 

In conclusion: it was good of Mr. Albert not to 
complain, In fact, It was extremely bioa-l minded 
.of him to only indicate n such h mild manner the. 
.'wicked' propaganda of our newspaper*. In all 
seriousness we feel that, police slate or no, wo 
arc justified, even Intelligent, in adopting ONE 
Communist method for keeping cur existence ALL, 
democratic.

This Is the fourth In our series 
of the freshman writings. When 
Professor Phelps set as the sub- 
ject for the first freshman essay 
this year "My Adventure Among 
the English Texts", he was pleas- 
ed to receive some very well 
written and Interesting essays. 
We thought them well worth pub- 
lishing and so Introduced this 
series. 

* * <■ 

During the past few days, I had 
quick glances at the ten English 
books which will constitute the 
basic core of this year's work, and 
1 wonder how I shall like them. 
Presumably the ones which arc of 
less Interest to me will require 
longer studying,, and those which 
appeal to me will most likely be 
devoured by me. 

The Century Collegiate Hand 
book and Exercises in Writing and 
Thinking arc naturally a necessity, 
and I do hope that they will not be 
too difficult. 

Next in line, 1 would place Mil 
ton. I feel sure that he had a mis- 
sion to fulfil In hi* own particular 
way, but as he lived in the 17th 
century and I in the 20th, it Is dif- 
ficult for mc to understand and ap- 
preciate his views on political and 
religious problems. 

As regards the Book of Poetry, I 
am very pleased that it is such a 
thorough edition, and especially 
that I shall be able to find several 
works of my favourite poets, such 
as Robert Burns, Tennyson, Kip- 
ling. Wordsworth, Lamb etc. 

King Lear will surely be very in- 
teresting, as it deals with an eter- 



nally modern and realistic problem: 
the father's love towards hi* chil- 
dren, and the extent to which chil- 
dren are Indebted to their parent*. 
Besides, there are very beautiful 
lyric part*, In which Shakespeare 
excels. 

Hard Times 

The volume of Great English and 
American Essays sounds very pro- 
mising, as the index contains the 
names of writers whose name* are 
very familiar and popular, e.g. 
Jonathan Swift, Lord Chesterfield, 
Charles Lamb, R. L. Stevenson, 
Galsworthy, and Pearl Buck. The 
latter should really have taken first 
place on this short list, a* her work* 
(not actually printed In this book) 
deal mainly with everyday prob- 
lems of the human race, either liy 
China, America or even among her 
own family. This type of writing 
appeals to me more than anything 
else, due to the fact that I have 
been brought up In such a realistic 
age. 

The Red Badge of Courage b: 
Stephen Crane will surely arouse 1 
my sympathy. He is an American, 
a contemporary of GaUworthy, and 
wa* a great Psychologist In his time, 
(hough he died at the early age of 
thirty. 

ORIENT 

A Passage to India is exception- 
ally interesting for me, as I have 
spent the majority of my life In 
England, and the English adminis- 
tration concerning Moslems and 
Hindus has always been very in- 
tricate, and a matter which has 
caused worries and trouble* for a

might not have the humility to 
relinquish. 

We may have misunderstood Mr. 
Samuel, but we venture, humbly, 
to suggest that he is the casuist. Up 
to the moment of making the as- 
sertion that we were concerned 
with the wrong values he had mere- 
ly told us what wc had known lor 
a long time, namely that the planet 
we are inhabiting is not "the best 
of all possible worlds". Wc cannot 
follow why, under these circum- 
stance*, recourse must be made to 
another world, or why God should 
be called Into the picture. 

We gained the Impression that if 
Mr. Samuel's assumptions are fol 
lowed through to their logical con- 
clusion man should give up his at- 
tempt to solve his own problems 
and trust to Divine intervention. 

It has always been our belief as 
it has been that of Plato and many 
others that man's problems have 
been related to ignorance of ethical 
codés, but that he had within him- 
self the capacity to learn the ap- 
propriate behaviour. 

And we trust, that until such time 
as substantial evidence can be 
brought that God will automatical- 
ly solve our problems, man will 
have to depend upon the validity 
of his own intellectual judgments.

One of the feature events at the 
Athletlc's Night on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 20th will be the Volleyball 
game between YMHA and McGill 
The Red and White volleyball team 
is made up mainly of players from 
the Dawson Dynamos which was 
formed In the fall of 1948. The team 
consists of seven Greeks, one 
Cuban, and one Frenchman. 

In the first year the team won 
the Eastern Canada championship, 
defeating the YMHA six which had 
reigned supreme around Montreal 
for about fifteen years. They re- 
peated as Eastern Canada champs 
last year but did not enter the 
Canadian finals with Kitchener be- 
cause of exams. Over the two years 
they have played YMHA about a 
dozen times and won eight. 

Perhaps the coolest and most out- 
standing player is Jack Nlkolaidis, 
who has been captain and coach 
for the last three years. Jack also 
starred in soccer for McGill and 
now patrols the basketball court 
with the Redmen. He and his fiery- 
tempered brother, George, who also 
played soccer, were members of the 
AAP team in Athens and the Greek 
Olympic team. Alex Meletopoulos. 
the top offensive man with a 
powerful spike, also played for the 
AAP and starred in the volleyball 
finals In Salonika In 1948. Johnny 
Candilidis is an Egyptian Greek 
and an invaluable defensive 
player. He was a member of the 
championship PASHA club of Cairo 
for three years. George Naoum, also 
from Athens, is the smallest man 
on the club- but possesses a fine 
serve and a great amount of drive. 

The Frenchman, who knows but 
a few words Iri Greek, is Leonard 
Stachenko, a fine spiker. Dan Klep- 
per, the tallest man on the team 
at six feet five, Is from Cuba where 
he coached a championship high 
school for three years. The two 
newcomers, both Greeks, are Stav- 
ros Caloudis and Stelios Fafalios.

The interesting 
part about this though is that 
Clarkson defeated Toronto to the 
tune of 87-47, while the Red and 
White lost to the same team, in a 
close battle, 77-67, and to top all 
this Sol Tolchlnsky, McGill's ace 
bucket man, did not play In this 
game. That is to say, the Redmen 
quintet nut up a much better show- 
ing than the Toronto squad, and 
even with three of their top men 
missing. 

A comparison of the scores In 
these games would lend to show 
that the Red and White are a few 
points better than the Varsity 
Blues. One more fact that must 
be remembered Is ' that McGill

Bud Natanson, a 6*6" bucket 
man, so far has been the top 
scorer for Toronto averaging 
about twelve points a game. This 
Is Natanson's first year in Inter- 
collegiate play, and it seems thai 
if a learn stops him. they will be 
able to stop Varsity. 

McGill docs not have anybody 
as tall as Natanson, their tallest 
men being Tolchinsky and Merling 
at 6'4", so one might deduce that 
Abramowltz's main job will be to 
stop their big man. The Redmen 
were not too successful when they 
tried to stop Western's Wearing last 
year. On the other hand, the Tor- 
onto team will have to stop both 
Tolchinsky and Merling, and they 
will find that this will not be too 
easy. Tolchinsky is rated as one of 
the best centre men in Canada, and 
up to this year he has been a con- 
sistently high scorer. He did not 
show up too well in McGill's first 
game, due to injuries, but in the 
last couple of games he seems to 
have regained his last year's form. 
Merling, the youngest man on the 
McGill team, has Improved a lot 
over last year and this year he is 
one of the high scorers on the Mc- 
Gill team.

In the remaining positions on 
the team It seems that the Red- 
men have better men than Tor- 
onto, with Dave Caldwell playing 
Ihe best ball of his career at Mo- 
gill both defensively and offen- 
sively, and Don Flnlayson, Lou 
Endman and Ben Tissenbaum 
playing their usual heads up ball.

from post-war writings: "T have 
come to a conclusion at the end of 
a life devoted to education that 
man Is not worth educating," and, 
"the end of everything we call life 
. It cannot be 
evaded ... it Is the end." 

"We must analyse the contemp- 
orary scientist and analyse the. Book 
that Is always contemporary — that 
can never be outdated." He quoted 
from the speech of dedication of 
the 200-inch telescope at Mt..Palo- 
mar: 'The towering enemy of man 
is not his science, but his moral 
inadequacy." 

'We need not fear that the final 
decision will rest with the Kremlin 
or with any leaders of state: the 
final decision rests with God. He 
is not a God that started things 
moving and is unfortunately unable 
to stop them. He not only started 
the game of life but it is He that 
will blow the final wMistle." 

"He said that our world is moving 
towards a crisis such as it had 
never known before but that the 
day of reckoning was not to be 
feared but was to be lived ior. 

"Man, in his pride, is being drawn 
away from the basic Christianity. It 
is the humbling factor of the Chris- 
tian message and not the simplicity 
of it that has made proud intellects 
turn away from It. We are: lost, 
diseased, rebellious; and there is an 
clement In every human being that 
objects to such an analysis." 
• When we discover that' the troubb 
u- really within ourselves we must 
drop the arguments about external 
difficulties. "This analysis only in- 
tensifies our internal frustration 
unless there Is a treatment." 

Mr. Samuel pointed out that he 
believed' that there is such a 'treat- 
nient.' "There was no case mat 
ever baffled Jesus Christ on earth- 
nothing that ever defied His careful 
diagnosis and speedy treatment. He 
knew the answers— He still knows 
the answers. And He loves us more 
than we love ourselves." 

•He has a plan that takes into 
sccount all the contingencies of 
luture civilizations. That, to me. Is 
cne of the tremendously reassuring 
things," he said. "Psychiatrists tell 
us that wc need an "integrated per- 
sonality'— Jesus Christ makes us 
whole. The disease with which wc 
are affected is sin, and the essence 
of sin is self-ccntercdness, and its 
outworkinss are jealousy, pride, 
worry, and fear." 

"You cannot be neutral; there Is 
no •fence.' "He that is not with me 
is against me.' You cannot serve 
"God and Mammon' — you must 
choose," he stressed. ' 

'There is a way out of the vicious 
circle of insecurity," he. said. "You 
have been livlrig'so far as a son of 
man— you may now become a son 
of God: for: 'As many as received 
Him. as many gave He the power 
to become sons of God'." 

"The idea of these meetings is 
to encourage men and women to 
say 'His way Is my : way* and to re- 
ceive Christ as their own Savior. 
Iheir own Lord; and step out with 
Him into a world that has forgotten 
Him but that has not been forgot- 
ten by Htm." 



U. of Glasgow 
Installs Rector 
In Ceremony 

Boris Gardovsky, President of 
the McGill Students Society, re- 
ceived a "rousing" Scottish wel- 
come in Glasgow, where he was 
representing McGill at the fifth 
centenary celebrations of the 
founding of Glasgow. 

An Important part of the pro- 
ceedings was the installation of the 
Rector of the University, which 
Gardavsky attended as one ot the 
official delegates. The Hector Is 
the students elected representative 
on the governing body of the uni- 
versity, although he himself is not 
a student. 

The new Rector, John MacCor- 
mlck, was elected by a very slim 
majority over the well-known 
statesman Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, 
and the defeated minority chose to 
object strenuously. It is. customary 
for the students to indulge In some 
horseplay before the authorities, in- 
cluding the newly-elected rector, 
come Into the theatre. As soon as 
the mace ls brought into the room, 
however, some order is supposed to 
prevail, and, as It says on the pro- 
gramme of the event, "The Plat- 
form Is to be Inviolate." 

This time the students did not 
call a halt to the row. as tradition 
prescribed that they should, and it 
rose to new heignts as eggs, 
tomatoes, small bags of flour, and 
other missiles were thrown at the 
assembled dignitaries on the plat- 
form. On the receiving end were 
the new Rector, the Chancellor, the 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of 
the University, the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow and other City officials, 
student leaders, and the 140 dele- 
gates from universities all over the 
world, all In the dignified robes 
representative of their offices. 

Gardavsky described how the rep- 
resentative from Queen's Univer- 
sity received a ripe tomato full In 
the chest. He himself was Just 
covered with flour, as were all Ihe 
others on the platform. Tradition 
endorses shouting and other noises 
while the speaker is speaking, and 
there was enough noise to prevent 
Gardavsky (on the platform) from 
hearing the speeches at all. 

There were also other (quite 
legal) distractions to remove atten- 
tion from the speaker. At one point 
two large posters of bathing beau- 
ties were unrolled, proposed candi- 
dates for the post of Rector. Per- 
haps the greatest diversion was a 
wire rope which was stretched 
across between two balconies on 
either side of the room across 
which students would go every 
now- and again. As the climax 
of the speech was reached, two 
students started across, one from 
each side. Inevitably, the two met 
in the middle, and the problem was 
solved very simply by one of them 
dropping off into the crowd below. 
The other went on to the other 
side.

NFCUSMakes 
Book Price 
Recommendation 

The NFCUS committee is en- 
deavouring to lower the cost of 
text-books to Canadian students. 
It has been found that 80% of our 
text-books are Imported from ths 
United Slates, and the mark-up 
from the American price is usually 
between ten and twenty percent. In 
view of this fact recommendations 
arc being made on four levels by 
the NFCUS committee. 

The government Is being rcqust- 
cd to remove the customs duty on 
books used in English language 
courses as they have on Frencn 
language oooks which arc imported 
as "foreign language" material. It is 
also recommended that the govern- 
ment include all educational books, 
Including dictionaries, In their list 
of books to enter the country duty 
free. An attempt is also being made 
to have the federal tax on all books 
removed. " 

Publishers are petitioned not to 
mark up Imported books to make 
up for losses which they might 
suffer on Canadian-published text 
books. It ls suggested too that pub- 
lishers pay for freight and other 
transportation to avoid price dis 
crcpancics at the various univer 
sities. 

The committee has found that in 
some cases there has been flagrant 
profiteering among retail book-scll 
crs. This accounts for some of thu 
price discrepancies at different col- 
leges. NFCUS Intends jo watch re 
tailcrs closely in order to stop this 
profiteering. 



University Again 
Put on Blacklist 

Berkley, Calif. — (Exchange) — 
Four professional organizations 
have asked their members not to 
accept positions at the University 
of California, according to a front 
page article in The Daily Calif or 
nlan, the university's dally news- 
paper. . 

The University is' to be blacklist 
cd untll"tenure ' conditions im 
prove." , 

The Eastern Division ot the 
American Philosophical Associa 
tion and the Modern Language 
Association, in resolutions adopted 
during the Christmas vacation, 
urged their members to refuse po 
sltions at the University of Cali- 
fornia at present. 

Similar resolutions " were passed 
earlier in the semester by the 
American Psychological Association 
and the American' Philological As< 
sociation. The four organizations 
have a combined membership of 
approximately 19,000. 

The blacklisting Is the latest 'de- 
velopment In the "loyalty oath 
case" which began two years ago. 

On December 13; the Regents of 
the University voted that all Uni- 
versity employees be required to 
sign the State of California's loyal- 
ty oath by December 31, 1930, un- 
der penalty of suspension of pay. 

At the time the resolution was 
passed, 375 of the" University's 
20,000 employees had not signed 
the state oath. By the end of thr 
year, an undetermined number of 
employees had still not signed. 

One of these, Kenneth Green, a 
graduate student working his way 
through university by bussing dish- 
es In the student cafeteria, asked 
to be allowed to work without pay. 

Green's request was refused, on 
the grounds that he would not ful- 
fill the requirements for work- 
men's compensation (ind therefore 
would put the management of the 
cafeteria in Jeopardy. 



ArtMauro,NFCUSPmident 
Reports on Stockholm Meet 



Winnipeg. Jan. 4.— (CUP)— The 
keynote of the conference of 22 
student unions held at Stockholm.

SCMMeeting 
Hears Report 
On Red China 

The Communists have not stamp- 
ed out the Christian church in 
China, according to six Western 
students who heard Reverend Nor- 
man Mackenzie, cne of the princi- 
ple speakers at a five day confer- 
ence of Eastern universities. 

Reverend Mackenzie, . who 
worked In two Chinese prov- 
inces, described two changes in 
the attitude of the Communist 
party towards the church. At. 
first they tried violently and 
absolutely to stamp out the 
church; then they used more 
subtle means. They drew 
people away rrom the church 
with the attitude that they 
could have their church, but 
because of the full program of 
the party .attending church 
would mean neglecting their 
duties. 

Reverend Mackenzie's report re- 
sulted in the decision of the dele- 
gates to send a letter, ot encour- 
agement and friendship to Christ- 
ian Students of China. 

Students atetnded the conference 
from India, China, Japan, Scot- 
land, England, Ireland, U.S.A., 
France and Canada. They brought 
with them a rich variety of cul- 
tures, religious and denomination.il 
heritages. 



We 
still look forward to the day when 
we will be able to co-operate with 
the IUS In projects and endeavors 
from which students all over the 
world will benefit," he said. 

"There is a real demand for some 
form of -International student co- 
operation. Students from various 
countries do want to get together 
and work for common goals." . . 

"I think that wc have discovered 
there arc certain concrete tasks lo 
be embarked upon which will 
prove international co-operation 
highly beneficial: relief, travel, 
student exchange of information," 
Mauro said. "I felt that the means 
adopted at Stockholm for the at- 
tainment of these aims is the most 
satisfactory one at the present." 

Mauro pointed out that the con- 
ference concerned itself with two 
major points; means and methods 
ot international co-operation, and 
concrete tasks to be undertaken. 
The conference adopted the prin- 
ciple ot delegating responsibility to 
national unions Instead of. ç entrai- 
izing control in an executive. Each 
national union or groups of unions 
undertook specific projects. 

"In this conference, Canadian 
students broke right Into the centre j 
of the international arena. Instead 
of remaining on the sidelines. No 
longer arc they Just observers at 
International meetings. Of what 
benefit this will be for students of 1 
this country remains to be seen," 
Mauro said. 

Mauro was elected to chair the 
second day of the sessions whleh 
were attended by representatives 
of the student unions of 22 coun- 
tries.

Nature of Man 
Topic of Talk 
By Dr. Martin 

"Christ can save us if wc believe 
in Him. This is the beginning and 
end of the Christian Gospel." Dr. 
C. P. Martin, chairman of the De- 
partment of Anatomy, said during a 
talk on "The Nature of Man" under 
the sponsorship of the IVCF Mis- 
sion in the Medical Building yester- 
day noon. 

"You will find in the Medical 
world that you can't do very much 
tor a patient that doesn't trust you 
Trust' enters all human relation- 
ships," Dr. Martin told the 100 med- 
ical students that were in attend- 
ance. 

He talked at length of Christ and 
of the effect that His coming has 
had on the world. He referred to 
Him as "a dominating figure that 
towers over the whole of human 
history." 

Dr. Martin observed that man is 
often discontented with the things of 
the wjorld: "I think that sooner or 
later it dawns on every one of us 
that this life can never satisfy us," 
he said.. He illustrated this with 
references to worry, mental disease, 
and "a consciousness that wc arc 
not all that wc should be." 

"Christ claimed that He loved us 
and died for us. What warrant have 
I for believing this'.'", Dr. Martin 
asked. 

"No warrant at all except His 
own command. He has asked us lo Swarthmore. and the University of 
believe in Him."

Grave Concern Over 
Academic Freedom 
At UCLA Expressed 

The U.S. national senate of the 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scholas- 
tic fraternity, In its recent annual 
meeting expressed "grave concern" 
over the status of academic free- 
dom at the University of Californ- 
ia. 

For almost two years the Univer- 
sity of California faculty has been 
in conflict with the Board of Rc-i 
gents over the demand lo sign a 
special "Loyalty Oath" as a condi-j 
tion of employment. Many faculty 
members who, though definitely | 
non-Communistic, have refused lo 
sign such an oath because it goes 
against the principle of academic 
freedom, have in consequence lost 
their jobs. 

In a resolution unanimously 
adopted, the Phi Beta Kappa senate, 
stated that the "accepted principles 
ot tenure of academic procedure 
and government and of freedom of 
leaching .. arc now a jeopardy." 
It announced the senate's "desire 
to support and encourage' 'the fa- 
culty in its efforts to "maintain ana 
protect" these principles which 
"should be the most cherished in 
tcrest of those entrusted by the 
stale of California with the admin 
islration of what has been counted 
as one of the nation's great univer- 
sities. When the status of tenure is 
threatened, Rcadcmic freedom is 
imperilled and standards ot teach 
Ing are in danger." 



Champlainuowns 
McGillTwicein 
Varsity Debate 

Two teams representing McGill 
University were defeated in the in- 
tercollegiate debating meet held at 
Champlaln College. The resolution. 
"Resolved that , Non-Communist 
Countries should form a. New In- 
ternational Organization" ls the 
current national debating topic am- 
ong the universities of the U.S. 

.McGill's affirmative team, repre- 
sented by Bert Berlin and Jim 
Ross, lost out to Pat Mosca and 
Hal Rickman of Champlaln on the 
grounds that the plan presented 
by McGill for a new Organization 
was not clearly stated. Further- 
more the definite need for a new 
Organization was not proved. Pat 
Mosca ot Champlaln was judged 
the best speaker. 

McGill's negative (cam of Mike 
Harding and Nick Vlahos were de- 
feated by Dick Hasbrouck and 
Paul Leary of Champlain. Cham- 
plaln won the debate on their ex- 
cellent rebuttal. Dick Hasbrouck 
was judged ihe best speaker. 

An observer noted that in the 
U.S., the slreis in judging debate 
lies very strongly in the straight 
facts, figures, and arguments pre- 
sented, whereas in Canada there is 
more regard to style, rhetoric and 
organization. Furthermore, in the 
U.S., it is always nc.cssary for tl-.e 
affirmative teams to produce a new 
plan In place of the one which they 
arc advocating to be discarded 
while this Is not necessary in Can- 
ada. Finally, the U.S. has much 
more rigid rules regulating the pre- 
sentation of material than exists in 
Canada. The Canadian universi tés 
tend more to follow the free and 
easy informal discussion methods 
which are current In England. 
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Queens Reveal 
Drug's Dangers 

As a result of certain experi- 
ments' conducted "at Queen's in the 
Dept. of Pharmacology under Dr. 
E. M. Boyd, it is reported that 
Antabuse, the new drug used to 
help alcoholics, overcome Iheir 
cravings may have severe effect 
on people with chronic liver dis- 
eases. 

. Among chronic alcoholics liver 
disease Is common, partly due lo 
the poisonous effect of alcohol on 
the liver, and partly lo the lack of 
vilamin B in the diet. In such 
cases the diseased liver may be 
only 25 to 50 per cent of normal. 

To Investigate the point, research 
jvorkers in Queen's Department of 
Pharmacology operated on white 
rats. They removed approximately 
three-quarters of the animal's liver 
and then gave It antabusc. The 
found the animal was not able 
tolerate antabusc to the same 
tent as the normal animal, and that 
if the liver was loo badly destroyed', 
the drug could prove fatal. The 
liver In the rat is a very live organ 
and will grow back to normal in 
a few weeks. '. 

These experiments suggest that 
antabusc should be used with cau- 
tion by persons having severe liver 
diseases. The tests arc continuing 
at Queen's.
